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THE KORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY. 


A General Summary of the Doctrines and 
Principles of the Religio-Science. 


ORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY is a com- 


plete system of the Science of the 
great Universe of life; and it involves the 
knowledge of the Creator and his creation. 
The name by which it is designated, in 
contradistinction to perverted Christian- 
tiy, is KORESHANITY; and the new Religion 
must supplant Christianity, as Christian- 
ity supplanted Judaism. Koreshanity has 
come to fulfil the hope of the world in tbe 
liberation of humanity from the curse, in 
the establishment of the Kingdom of God 
in earth, the introduction of the New Era 
of Light and Life, of universal harmony 
and happiness. 


What does Koreshanity teach? Wepre- 
sent a brief summary of the System—a few 
cardinal points, which will serve to sug- 
gest the great scope of the System in its 
completeness. It is the antithesis of ail 
modern theories, of all schoolsof thought. 
It is the climax of all mental progress, the 
ultimate and absolute truth of Being and 
Existence; it is the revelation of all mys- 
teries, the uncovering of the occult; the 
true explanation of all phenomena, the 
eee interpretation of Nature and the 

ible. 


Cosmogony.—The universe is a cell, a 
hollow globe, the physical body of which 
is the earth; the sun is at the center. We 
live on the inside of the cell; and the sun, 
moon, planets, and stars are all within the 
globe. The universe is eternal, a great 
battery, and perpetually renews itself 
through inherent functions, by virtue of 
which it involves and evolves itself. 


Alchemy.—The Science of Alchemy is 
the Philosopher’s Stone, the Key to the 
mystery of life. Chemistry is false; Al- 
chemy is true! Matter and energy are 
interconvertible and interdependent; they 
are correlates; matter is destructible; 
the resuit of its transmutation is energy. 
Alchemy is the key to the analysis of the 
universe. 


Theology.—God is personal and biune, 
with a triunity of specific attributes. God 
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in his perfection and power is the God-Man 
or the Man-God, the Seed of universal 
perpetuity. Jesus the Christ was God Al- 
mighty; the Holy Spirit was the product 
of his transmutation, or the burning of 
his body. 

Messianic Law.—The coming of the 
Messiah is as inevitable as the reproduc- 
tion of the seed. The divine Seed was 
sown nineteen hundred years ago; the 
firstfruit is another Messianic personality. 
The Messiah is now in the world, declar- 
ing the scientific Gospel. 

Reincarnation is the central law of life— 
the law of the resurrection; reincarnation 
and resurrection are identical. Resur- 
rection is reached through a succession of 
re-embodiments. One generation passes 
into another; the millions of humanity 
march down the stream of time together. 


The Spiritual World.—Heaven and hell 
are in humanity, and constitute the 
spiritual world; the spiritual domain is 
mental, and is in the natural humanity— 
not in the sky. 

Human Destiny.—Origin and destiny 
are one and the same. The origin of man 
is God, and God is man’s destiny. God is 
the highest product of the universe, the 
apex of humanity. Absorption into 
Nirvana is entrance into eternal life—in 
the interior spheres of humanity, not in 
the sky or atmosphere. 


Immortality in the Flesh.—Koreshan- 
ity declares and defines the laws of im- 
mortality, and its attainment in the 
natural world. The first step is recogni- 
tion of the Messiah and the application of 
his truth. KORESH was the first in modern 
times to announce the possbility of over- 
coming death in the natural world, in the 
flesh. 

Celibacy.—The saving of human life 
consists in the conservation and appropria- 
tion of life in humanity. To become im- 
mortal, one must cease to propagate life 
on the plane of mortality. The standard 
of Koreshan purity is the virgin life of 
Jesus the Messiah. The Central Order of 
the Koreshan Unity is Celibate and Com- 
munistic. Celibacy obtains in the cen- 
tral nucleus, never in the world at large. 


Psychology.—Koreshanity points to the 
basis of all psychic phenomena-—the hu- 
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man brain. It explains the phenomena 
Of spiritism, mental healing, etc., and 
teachesthe science of the relation of mind 
and matter. 

The Bible.—The Bible is the best 
written expression of the divine Mind; it 
is written in the language of universal 
symbolism, and must be scientifically in 
terpreted. Koreshanity demonstrates the 
truth and scientific accuracy of the Scrip 
tures, and proves its astronomy, alchemy, 
theology, ethnology, etc. There is 10 
conflict between the Bible and genuine 
Science; the Bible and the natural uni: 
verse must agree in their expression Of 
the divine Mind. p 

Communism.--Koreshanity advocates 
communism, not only of the goods of liie, 
but of life itself. It has not only the 
scientific theory of communism, but is 
practically communistic in the relations 
and affairs of its own people. In this it 
corresponds to the primitive Christian 
church, where all things were held in 
common. The bond oť the true com- 
munism is the true religion, and the 
central personality of the divine com 
munism in the Messiah. 


Koreshan Socialism.—Our Social System 
is patterned after the form of the natural 
cosmos; that form is the natural expres: 
sion of the lawsof order. We demonstrate 
the fallacy of competism; advocate the de 
struction of the money power; the control 
of the products of industry by the gover 
ment, and the equitable distribution a 
the goods of life. Koreshanity will abolish 
wage slavery, and make it impossible, for 
men to accumulate wealth and impoverish 
the people.

Church and State.—The true form dl 
government is the divine Imperialism, the 
unity of church and state; such will be the 
Kingdom of God in earth. The Govern 
ment of the New Age will be in the unily 
of the empire and the republic, involving 
the principles of all present forms dl 
government, which are but fragmentsol 
the perfect system which existed in 
ancient times—in the Golden Age of the 
past. The government of the universe is 
imperialistic, and humanity will consti 
tute a unit only when every class is 
placed at rest and liberty as are the strata, 
stars, and spheres of the physical cosmos 
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The Divine Political Economy.

HE REMEDY which is to eventuate in a radical 

reformation, is already silently operative, but 

will soon burst forth in all the energy of a now confined 

aud irrepressible divine force—the cumulative effort of 

ages. It is no less than the divine kingdom come to 

its gestative maturity, when a nation will be born in 
a day. 

Seconp.—The first manifestation of its germinal 
beginning was exhibited in the God-man, the Lord 
Jesus. With the incorruptible dissolving (melting into 
fluent spiritual energy ) of that divine form and mani- 
festation, there followed an earnest of what must suc- 
ceed the planting, when in the fulness of time the divine 
planting shall come to maturity. 

We allude to the spirit and operative efficacy of 
divine love shed forth from the sacred functional activ- 
ity of the great High Priest when, after the translation 
and transubstantiation of his flesh and blood, it 
worked in those who received that body and blood 
(through the office and outpouring of the Holy Ghost), 
a life of common purpose and interest. It brought 
them all into one spirit, through which individual 
ownership ceased. All who came unger the influence 
of the Spirit’s power sold their possessions, and they 
hadall things common. The time had not then come 
for the establishment of a systematized government 
founded upon that principle. The epoch was transi- 
tory; and without the organization of a government 
the temporary operation of the principle without polit- 
ical form, it was sufficient for that transition and the 
implantation of the element in the race which through 
progressive infoldings and unfoldings, is to eventuate 


in the permanent establishment of a nation of kings 
and priests. 

Tuirp.—The foundation of the divine political econ- 
omy, asinhering in the nucleus of the divine govern- 
ment, is the common use of all things temporal and 
spiritual. To establish a perfect system upon such a 
foundation, a discrete sifting process needs to be insti- 
tuted for the purpose of a critical distinction between 
that which belongs to the divine system and that which 
does not. This is the point of failure in the many at- 
tempts to institute societal groups. To possess all 
things common is to possess the things which belong to 
the economy that itis designed to inaugurate. There- 
fore the necessity for gathering out of the kingdom all 
things that offend, retaining such principles as are in 
harmony with the divine nature, and eradicating all 
things which belong to the sensual structure. 

The man who is living in sensual indulgence, edu- 
cating himself to believe that such indulgence is a di- 
vine institution, and that the sensual passions are 
ordained of God and must be gratified, naturally—in 
attempting to effect communital groupings, as be sup- 
poses upon a Christian basis—carries with him those 
things of his sensual nature which he has not yet 
learned are incompatible with the principles of divine 
economy. 

The Shakers failed because they could not perceive 
the law of the appropriation of the forces conserved 
through the enforcement of celibacy. In their growth 
they have extended to the limitations or confines of 
their specific use, and must decrease. Celibacy of mind 
and body must become operative for a specific purpose. 
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The forces thus conserved must be appropriated ac- 
cording to divine order, and this cannot be effected 
except through an absolutely scientific knowledge of 
the divine methods. We mean by this a knowledge of 
God's law, of which Scriptural law was but a type or 
shadow. 

Fourta.—The number of sub-centers is ordained of 
God, and these are complete in their ordination. None 
will operate as subsidiary centers or nuclei in the forma- 
tion of the Order except such as are evolved and in- 
volved to relative and specific degrees; and such will be 
denominated by the Messenger of the Covenant, who 
will select them according to and because of their Sea: 
fic uses in the divine economy. 

One of the specific uses of the office of the Messenger 
is to confirm God’s appointments, and to assign to 
their offices those who shall succeed him in his office 
work. Not only ishe to confirm them in their active 
specifications, but he is to distinguish the characteris- 
tics of those who are for Christ and those who are 
against the Christ of God, and point out to the world 
such as are to follow him in the work of regeneration, 
as shepherds of the flocks. This is preparatory work, 
for when the labor is complete there shall be one fold 
and one Shepherd. That Shepherd is Cyrus. After his 
translation those who fulfill their divine appointments 
in ordering the structural arrangement of the great 
Temple of Life, will come into their complete divine uses, 
not before. They come into their partial functions in 
proportion as they acknowledge the manifest Sign of 
the Lord’s second coming. 

In conclusion, the remedy which in the divine econ- 
omy itis designed to apply, comes through a radical 
revolution in both church and state. The rapidity of 
the changes that are to bring about the result will ex- 
ceed all previous changes in the world’s history. Mod- 
ern evangelical Christianity, so called, diluted with a 
conglomeration of all the paganisms of the world, will 
suddenly crumble to the dust. 

The governments of the world, devoid as they are 
of every spark of the divine principle—love to the neigh- 
bor—will find their sepulchre in the valley of the decom- 
posing carcass of a polluted and hypocritical church; 
but from their ruins, resurrected into the law of the 
economy of everlasting life, the new and living First- 
born shall arise, clothed upon with the Lord’s right- 
eousness, bright and shining as the noon-day sun, 
kindled into the glowing heat of overwhelming love to 
God and man. Such is the change and such the king- 
dom to succeed the crumbling ruins of the old church 
which, though now corrupt, had its inception in the 


very heart of God.

The Law of God is Eternally Binding; the Lord Christ Came Not to | 
Abrogate, but to Fulfil It.

HE MOUNTAIN upon which the thunders of Jeho- 
vah declared the unity of God and man, and 
where the electric current chiseled the tables, upon tle 
faces of which the finger of God’s lightning engraved | 
the law, was ealled Sinai. Like the law itself, whose | 
significance has been shrouded in impenetrable mystery 
till the Lion of the tribe of Judah should open thei 
book and loose the seals thereof, the significance of the 
word Sinai has been reserved for the final revelation. 
Thunder has its origin in a point of detonation- 
that is, a point of no tone. The sound of thunder isi 
the responsive reverberation or reaction. God, from 
the deep darkness, calls to man; and when he answers 
back in responsive obedience to the call, the thunders 
utter. The most learned Hebraists have failed to 
transmit to us the meaning of the word Sinai. Its sig: 
nification, however, is a wail, howl, cry, or call from | 
the mire. Itisacompound of sin, mire, and ey, wail 
or howl. 

It is strictly by Koreshan authority that we give 
to the term the foregoing signification; but inasmuch | 
as the principle or law of such a meaning and its lin- 
guistic corroboration, may prove interesting and con: | 
firmatory of its truth, we deem it both expedient ani | 
edifying to demonstrate, from the laws of linguistic’ 
construction and etymological] derivation, the conclus 
sion at which we have arrived by other methods not | 
now essential to expound. The English word sin! 
transgression of the law of God—is unquestionably 
identical with the Hebrew word sin, mire. “I waited 
patiently for the Lord, and he inclined unto me, anig 
heard my cry. He brought me up also out of an hor 
ble pit, out of the miry clay, [sin of human fleshly 
passion]and set my feet upon a rock, [doctrine ortruth 
of life] and established my goings.” Psalms xl: 1,2 

A wail or cry is heard from the mire—thas is, from | 
sin, which is disobedience to or violation of God's law, | 
The Anglo-Saxon word is spelled synn, a word origi | 
nated in a secondary manner through the Hebrew 
tsh (three sounds in one character, teth or tsh) and en 
The word sin, derived from the foregoing, is composed 
of the letters or characters, samech, yod, or i, and noon, 
nun, orn.

ior yin the Hebrew word (for the letter a is not written, 
but supplied as a vowel mark,) was superadded without | 
the a or aleph; the very weakness of the letter pro | 
viding and accounting for its disuse. | 


It was at the foot of Sinai (cry of sin) that the two 

lines of descent from Abraham—namely, through 
Hagar and Keturah—coalesced and gathered, compris- 
ing the real Sinai, of which the geographical mount was 
butatype. The first offspring of Abraham was Ish- 
mael, “whom God heareth,” or “whom God obeys.” 
Ishmael, it will be noticed, was a cross between the 
Chaldean and Leyptian—for Abraham was a Chaldean, 
and Hagar was the Egyptian handmaid of Sarah. His 
posterity inhabited the Arabian desert. Keturah was 
also an Egyptian. She had children by Abraham, and 
their posterity coalesced with the progeny of Hagar 
through Ishmael. The coalescence of these two lines 
irom Abraham comprised the people called Midianites, 
who occupied the country at the foot of Mount Sinai. 
Jethro, their prince, became the father-in-law of Moses 
through the marriage of Moses with Zipporah, the 
daughter of Jethro. 

Now, God was in the “thick darkness,” and spake 
from thence. (Deut. v: 22,23.) What was this dark- 
ness from which God spake to Moses? The people at 
the foot of Sinai were a dark or black race, hence the 
name arab or oreb, black. The word oreb, raven,is the 
same, and this people was the raven which Noah 
(“breath of God”) first sent out from the ark; Abra- 
ham being that ark. They were a dark people in a 
double sense. They were a dark skinned people—Arabs, 
as the name implies; but they were the product of 
Abraham’s adultery, the product of sin; sin being the 
root of the word Sinai. 

Those who have studied this question from only a 
superficial standpoint, will not be able to comprehend 
its deep philological and ethnical importance and will 
nodoubt be inclined to regard the presentation asa 
great play upon words; but we herein purpose to show 
that the people at the foot of the geographical, and 
not the geographical or physical mountain itself, con- 
stituted the real Mount Sinai, of which the physical 
mountain was but the type or figure. 

In the fourth chapter of Galations we find this 
declaration: “For this Agar (Hagar) is Mount Sinai in 
Arabia, and answereth to Jerusalem which now is, and 
isin bondage with her children.” What does this 
mean? Merely that the posterity of Hagar, the bond- 
maid, comprised the Mount Sinai, and answered to the 
Jerusalem in bondage—because these same Midianites, 
aiter the destruction of all the male children by the 
Israelites, were taken of the female children and es- 
poused by the tribes of Joseph mainly, and proved to 
be the woman influence that subsequently took the ten 
tribes (the little leaven of the Lord’s parable), and hid 
them (the ten tribes) in the “three measures of meal,” 
where they were lost. Sinai will finally be found where- 
ever, by ethnic filtration, this absorbed people have 
been transported through the nomadic tendencies of 
the people who absorbed them.

Moses made conjunction through Zipporah, with 
Hagar’s and Keturah’s offspring; for she was, the 
product of their coalescence. The word Jether, or 
Jethro, signifies superabundance, and hence the man 
through whom came the law of God to Moses, and 
consequently through whom came the judgment and 
thunderings of God out of the “thick darkness;’’ and 
who represented by his name the superabundance of 
the world held from the people by their bondage to 
Egypt. Jethro was the priest of Midian. The Midian- 
ites derived their name from their progenitor, Midian, 
ason of Abraham by Keturah. The root is din; judg- 
ment, tribunal. (Read carefully the latter part of 
Exodus xvii, beginning with the 8th verse; following 
with the entire 18th chapter.) Note the fact that 
Jehovah had sworn vengeance upon Amalek. The 
word Amalek is from the Hebrew root, amal, labor. 

If it be true that the original violation of God’s law 
destroyed man’s rest or sabbath, and the curse of labor 
followed as the penalty for that violation, it follows 
that the final judgment will be the destruction of that 
curse. This destruction must begin where the curse of 
labor has heaped up the greatest treasure; where labor 
has shown if not the greatest, at least a great sign of 
economy. If any one doubts the statement that the 
vengeance upon Amalek is God’s vengeance upon labor, 
let him consult Gesenius, the Hebrew lexicographer, 
upon the subject. 

There is coming a day of glorious rest for the world. 
It will be when the curse of labor is destroyed—and 
that will be when the love of money, which is the root 
of all evil, is eradicated by the introduction of the com- 
monwealth; when money will no more be needed. God 
will thunder again from Sinai. The curse of Amalek 
will fall upon the oppressor of the people; and the 
Almighty, through his thunderings, will cause the mil- 
lionaire to quake, for the people shali have rest. The 
law of God, the law of love involving the law of rest 
and therefore life, will go forth.

The Processes of Exaltation of the Mind.

HE RECOGNITION of the Messianic presence calls 
for the highest love, with the sacrifice of every 
other. Such a love provides for the exaltation of the 
thoughts to the realm of truth and purity, so intensify- 
ing its aspirations as to preclude the possible descent 
of the affections into the body.

The descent of the nat- 
ural thought toward sensuality so precipitates the sub- 
stances of the mind, which are the spiritual entities of 
the spiritual world, that they descend into the germs 
and sperms of reproduction and become images of the 
affections, toward which the mind bows down in wor- 
ship.

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CONJECTURES ON ASTRONOMY REJECTED. 


The World Will Soon Refuse to Accept the Uncertain and Assumed 
Foundation of the Copernican System. 


HE ESSENTIAL FEATURES of the Copernican 
system are the supposed revolution of the earth 
on its axis, its convexity,and its revolution as a planet 
about a central orb. These hypotheses all seem to 
explain certain phenomena, but they are not supported 
by proofs. Could not the appearances observed in 
Nature be as well explained in a different system,—one 
posited, not on conjectures, but on facts? 

Itis a surprise to most persons when a glance at 
the astronomy shows how few of the notions which pass 
for facts among the people are really such. How slight 
a foundation there is for modern astronomy may be 
seen by expending half an hour in the examination of 
any school text-book, and in comparing its statements 
with those of the Cellular System. Here is the subject 
of the diurnal motion of the earth. The Copernican 
system explains the diurnal and annual motions of the 
heavens by supposing the earth to rotate each day on 
its axis, and to revolve once a year around the sun. 
This statement is from an ordinary text-book. 

The astronomical system founded by Koresu and 
named in his honor, explains the observed diurnal mo- 
tion of the heavens by the statement that they do 
actually revolve from east to west every day, as they 
appear to do. This system is not, therefore, obliged to 
deal with the insuperable problem of an earth turning 
on its axis and revolving at the terrific speed of nine- 
teen miles a second. The diurnal movement of the 
heavens is supposed to be only apparent; it is real. 
The heavens are three interior spheres composed of the 
lightest physical elements, aboron, hydrogen, and air. 
In them every star and planet have a motion. Wbat 
causes this motion? That of the central sun itself, the 
primum mobile of the cosmos. 

The sun appears to move about the heavens in a 
path called the ecliptic. The Copernican hypotbetist 
says the earth itself is moving about the sun. Thbis is 
not as simple as the explanation given by Koreshan 
Astronomy. Again it does not contradict the facts of 
observation. The projected sun is really carried around 
in an orbit of about 18,000 miles in front of the light 
sideof thecentralsun. It appears to deseribe an annual 
circuit between the Zodiacal constellations because it is 
really taking that course. The Cellular System thus 
escapes the surprising contradiction just noted, of a 
whirling body taking its way about the sun at such a 
rate of speed as to endanger everything upon its 
surface. 

The appearance of convexity by which the earth 
wholly or partially conceals a ship at sea, or a distant 
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object like a light house, is an optical illusion caused 
by the principle involving vertical and geolinear fore 
shortening. Thisprinciple is observable in the apparent 
convergence of two lines of railway tracks in the dis: 
tance. When'such objects as the receding vessel are 
brought back into the field of vision by a telescope, it 
is proof positive that the supposed convexity is nota 
fact. Thetelescope never could reveal what was hidden 
behind a bulge of earth or water. 

The astronomical concepts of the Copernican hy: 
pothesis have included an infinite universe. Very re 
cently Prof. Newcomb has advocated a certain limit” 
for the creation,—very remote it is true, in his opinion, | 
but still a limit. Now, the instant that the universe is | 
conceived as “a bounded whole,” such as. Prof. New. 
comb describes, the thought advances itself, “What is 
outside this bounded whole?” There is but one possi- 
ble answer: “Nothing.” There can be nothing out: 
side the sum total of all things. “Nothing is un: 
thinkable!” exclaims the philosopher. Of course, it is” 
unthinkable, if one tries to invert the concept. No: 
thing, as aconcept of thought, is the logical opposite 
of something. 

The Copernican system is not making headway. 
Its own advocates are eschewing the principles long 
held as facts. The Cellular System is advancing every ` 
day, and is sure to be adopted. l 
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ROOSEVELT’S COMING ADMINISTRATION. 


A View of the Affairs of the American Nation From the Basis ol 
Aspects on March 4, 1905. 


IN VIEW OF THE FACT that astrology as a science 

has not yet reached even the commencement of ifs 
career; and as true foreknowledge comes through 4_ 
scientific perception of present and past phenomena, 
we can lay no personal claim to the exposition of any” 
system that lends itself to that most alluring and 
euticing of professions—the art of prediction. Thee 
are times, however, when the configurations of the 
heavens are unmistakable in their pronouncements, 
and when their utterances are expressed in terms which 
even the tyro is able, in a measure, to translate. Such 
would appear to be the case at noon in Washington, on 
the fourth of March of the present year, which is the 
moment at which the new Presidential term com. 
mences. 

We are unaware of the reason why, or even the 
time when this particular date was fixed upon asa 
mark in time to delimit the regularly recurring periods 
of Presidential office; but every effect is the result of an 
antecedent and interior cause, which can best be deter- 
mined by a critical analysis of the phenomenon. The 
accompanying figure of the heavens has been drawn up 


forthe above mentioned date and hour, and displays 
the early degrees of Cancer rising. There is nothing 
remarkable in this fact as pertaining to this particular 
year, seeing that the date is a fixed one, and that 
therefore the degree rising at that moment differs but 
slightly from year to year; but it has nevertheless a 
deep significance when the aggregation of periods is 
considered. 

When the independence of this country was effected, 
apopular and democratic form of government was es- 
tablished, and the great ideal of the American people 
became and has been ever since, “Government of the 
people, by the people, and for the people,’’—at least this 
isthe grand theory which for so many years has had 
the efiect of psychologizing the masses into believing 


that they were enjoying the privileges of free govern- 
ment. King Demos has, in fact, been set up as a god 
possessing three distinct attributes—namely, that of

_ Cancer, the crab, is the symbol of the hoi polloi, the 
self-hypnotized public, which contentedly fills its stom- 
ach with the offal of the beasts that they have sacrificed 
totheobject of their devotions; it is the house of the 
lanar orb, and moonshine is the quality of light that 
ilumines the intellects of those who support this shrine 
difallacy. We call to mind an occasion not long since 
when we entered the harbor of New York, near the hour 
of midnight, at the close of a transatlantic voyage, and 
withsome impatience awaited the appearance of the 
brilliant electric beams that, as we imagined, were being 
shed from the summit of America’s celebrated statue 
of Liberty; and we were in no small measure surprised 
when informed that the illumination had for some time 
past been discontinued. A fitting symbol this, of the 
failure of an alleged democratic government to create 
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or supply the requirement for which it was brought 
into existence. Nevertheless, in spite of the fact that 
genuine freedom has not yet spread its wings on this 
the Western continent, it is here indeed that its embryo 
is being developed in the center of the vast womb of the 
American people. America contains indeed the Goddess 
of Liberty, but the light of her sun is yet obscured; for 
the hour of her delivery has not yet arrived. The 
masses of her deluded common people constitute the 
uterus of a Motherhood that conceals the approaching 
light of her imperial! Son, heir to the throne of universai 
dominion. 

_ In the horoscope of the forthcoming Presidential 
term we find that Cancer, the people’s constellation, is 
rising—which, although not in itself remarkable, pre- 
sents a feature that in previous years has not been 
manifest. This is the appearance of Neptune and Ura- 
nus in Cancer and Capricorn within one degree of exact 
opposition, and contiguous to the rising and descend- 
ing degrees. The former planet is warm, affectional, 
esoteric, and magnetic; the Jatter is cold, intellectual, 
exoteric, and electric. This conception of Neptune by 
Cancer indicates the most intense and ardent desires of 
the people for some true form of liberty; while Uranus 
forecasts the approaching revolution which must 
precede its birth. 

Now, birth in itself constitutes a revolution; it is a 
turning inside out, and we find that in the histories of 
all nations, periodical revolutions take place which 
give birth to a new ordering of affairs. A revolution 
is one complete rotation of a body round a center; and 
in relation to time it is termed a cycle. A nation is an 
aggregation of human entities whose desires supply the 
force which impels it onward on its journey through the 
devious and uncertain paths of national life. It walks 
through a cycle of time guided by the light of its own 
past experiences, and when it reaches the limit of its 
circuit it comes into conjunction with its own point of 
departure. When a nation comes into existence as a 
corporate body it is often the result of revolution in 
some previously existing body; and as it marches 
through its span of life, a separation takes place in the 
minds of its people produced by progressive and re- 
actionary mental tendencies, whose quality is deter- 
mined by the general characteristics of the nation. 

These tendencies are caused by the polation of the 
desire nature on the one hand in external appearances, 
the mere semblance of things; and on the other, in that 
which constitutes the real life and essence of things. 
The object sought for is invariably the welfare of the 
self-polarized unit, or of the aggregate; so that degrees 
of selfishness and altruism constitute the dividing line 
between the two tendencies. During the progress of 
time a nation is in this way involving two distinct 
ideas respecting form of government. and economic 
rights; and at the close of the cycle, these opposite 
factions come into violent contact, which produces 
what we term revolution, and the nation expresses 
simultaneously that which, during the cycles, has been 
inwardly impressed on the minds of the people. Or, in 
other words, it re-evolves or gives birth at the close of 
its term of gestation. There are of course, many cycles 
within cycles which cause crises to take place at vary- 
ing intervals of time, whose intensity depends on the 
cycle of which it marks the culmination ; but it will in- 
variably be found that an epoch of comparative en- 
lightenment, tranquility, and prosperity succeeds the 
revolutionary crisis, which gradually shades off into the 
deeper hues of ignorance, disorder, and distress, in the 
same way that the infant’s troubles and mental ob- 
scuration increase with its age, and culminate at death. 

Neptune being the slowest in motion in point of 
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time and the outermost of the planets, constitutes the 
most enduring time of peace and the most intense 
guality of love. Its antecedent is Uranus, signifying 
tue preceding revolution or crucial turning-point. 
Daring the cycle of Uranus the guality of Neptune is 
involved, and at theclose he is turned inside out, and 
light shines exoterically through and impulsed by love. 
Now, Uranus reaches his culmination in Aguarius, Nep- 
tune in Leo, for they are natural coérdinates and essen- 
tially interdependent; aud the time which must elapse 
between the entrance of the former and the latter into 
their respective houses wil] mark the time of revolution, 
during which society will be reorganized, and which will 
culminate with the birth of the new nation—denoted in 
the heavens by transit of Neptune into the house of the 
Lion. Thus at the present time, Neptune in Cancer in- 
dicates the conception of the great love period; Uranus 
in Capricorn, revolution in high places and impending 
catastrophe. 

The opposition of these two planets in the horo- 
scope now under consideration marks the approaching 
contest that must take place between the progressive 
and reactionary parties in this country; Neptune in- 
dicates the desires of the progressives for light, and 
freedom from the shackles with which conventionalism 
has held them captive. Uranus indicates the reflex of 
their desires, determinable by the quality of their 
polation and degree of advancement—this in a circum- 
ferential sense. Centrally, Neptune is the insidious in- 
fluence of the wealthy corporations, representing the 
conservative and retrogressive type; Uranus is the ter- 
rible reaction of the forces which they themselves have 
created. From whatever point we view these two 
planets, they signify adverse interests in the state, 
which threaten to come into conflict and ignite the fires 
of revolution at any moment, and which during the 
proximate Presidential term, must give rise to con- 
stant disquiet and unrest in the body of the people. 

Mercury isin Pisces, and culminates at the zenith 
or tenth house, which represents the Government; and 
he trines Neptune, his disponent, who has dignity in 
Pisces; and sextiles Uranus. Mercury is generally very 
weak in this constellation, but these two strong aspects 
give him a firm working basis, and modify the tend- 
ency to expend ill-directed force. This position, how- 
ever, is evidence that there will be legislation in abund- 
ance, ceaseless volubility, and restless activity in gov- 
ernmental circles. It suggests a government whose 
principle objective in politics will be adjustment and 
settlement of the points in dispute between opposite 
factions; and there is evidence that these efforts are 
likely to prove sufficiently successful to enable it to 
stave off for a time, the culminating crisis. There is 
additional evidence of this, adduced from the fact that 
the Moon, lady of the first and second, is fast in the 
embrace of Saturn, lord of the seventh and eighth 
houses—the pair being cadent on the ninth house, 
signifying the fall of democracy and the sad plight of 
the people owing to the tremendous grip which the 
lords of finance have on them, and which is fast squeez- 
ing the life-blood from the arteries of legitimate com- 
merce. 

The Moon however, applies to the sextile of the 
eonjoined Jupiter and Venus, which is an unfailing 
guaranty that the affairs of the country as a great 
producing mechanism, will, notwithstanding temporary 
disturbances, remain in a prosperous condition. As 
Jupiter occupies the ninth house in Aries. there is every 
likelihood that an entente cordiale will grow up be- 
tween this country and England which may crystallize 
into aformal treaty. This is rendered more probable 
by the appearance of Neptune, England's planet, on 


ascendant of this American horoscope. Mars is strong 
in Scorpio, but is not very prominently situated. He 
is sesquiquadrate to Neptune and within orbs of the 
semi-square of Uranus. So it is quite within the 
bounds of possibility that the United States troops 
may be called on for service without the confines ol 
their own territory; while Neptune in this relation to” 
Mars shows that during the proximate period there 
will be ceaseless activity in the navy yards. 

The signification of a horary figure such as this, 
in view of the undeveloped state of astrology, can at 
best be only very general. We have no intention at 
the present time, of bringing the predictive side ot 
the science to the fore; and in drawing attention to 
the accompanying map our desire has been not to 
gratify any curiosity that may exist in respect to 
coming events, but to focalize the minds of the people 
on the great opposition which is now impending and 
which makes so prominent a showing in this typically 
American horoscope. It is one of great and world-wide 
import, and should be watched by ali Koreshans with 
intelligent interest.

A Demonstrated Premise the Basis of Scientific Truth; the Great 
Foundation Upon Which the Almighty's Temple is Built.

AND THEY WERE astonished at his doctrine: 
for he taught them as one having authority. 
and not as the scribes.” This text is quoted in evi | 
dence of the fact that the Lord Jesus, known to those 
who received him not as the son of a Nazarene car 
penter, taught an astonishing doctrine, one radically 
opposed to that of the scribes, the dogmatists and 
thought-rulers of his day and nation; and moreover, | 
that he taught it with a unique authority, to which he | 
proved able to defend his claim. The prophetic spirit 
of the Lord's Apostleship foretold that a characteristic 
of Christendom in its decadence, would be inability to 
endure “sound doctrine’’—the doctrine which consti 
tutes the foundation of the life of the Almighty in the | 
flesh. 

Doctrine primarily signifies that which is taught; | 
principle, the basis on which the teaching rests. 4 
doctrine is reasoned out, and may be defended by rea i 
son. Doctrine, to be sound or perfect, must rest on the 
basis of absolutely scientific principles, originating in 
a scientifically demonstrated premise and reasoned out 
therefrom. The Scriptures, recording the operations 
of the Almighty in his work of effecting the salvation 
of man in his own image and likeness, report him as 
saying to salvable man, “Come, let us reason together.” 
The Almighty addresses himself to the noblest faculty 
operative in the creation of the divine humanity—the 
reason. Every true reasoner rationally demands asa | 
basis of reasoning out a sound or scientific doctrine. 4 | 
scientifically demonstrated premise. A hypothetical | 
premise leads to a hypothetical doctrine, however 
logical the processes of reasoning may be. 

It is inconceivable that the Almighty would accept 
aught save a demonstrated premise as his basis ol 
reasoning with man, when he communes with him to 
the end that his fellowship with himself may be that ol 
perfect conjunctive unity. The Lord Jesus declared, “l 


aud my Father are one,” and he revealed perfect man’s 
unity with the Deity. Itis rational, then, to conclude

bis reasoning with men to the end of establishing a 
system of God's redemptive life in earth, He will 
approach their mentality with nothing less than a 
stientifically demoustrated premise. 

On a premise of this stability, the Master-builder of 
(vds Temple of humanity may be expected to con- 
struct a platform of righteousness on which God and 
manmay meet toerect the doctrine of their at-one-ment. 
Upon a scientifically demonstrated premise as a basis 
vilogical reasoning, the Almighty may instruct men in 
the science of a doctrine so sound, defended by argu- 
ments so irrefutable, that man cannot fail to discover 
himself to be absolutely helpless in his lost and undone 
tondition, apart from the help of rational unity with 
the only living and true God, the one genuinely scien- 
tiie Reasoner in the universe. The Almighty compels 
man to seal his own fate by the most rational scientific 
processes. 

The Almighty, the mental ruler of the universe, 
invariably communicates every degree of doctrine 
bearable by men in the flesh, through the agency of 
themind of a man in the flesh, with which he brings 
himseli, by the processes of involution and evolution, 
into absolute conjunctive unity.

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HE AMERICAN PEOPLE manifest characteristics 
which distinguish them from all other peoples. 

They generate a quality of thought not found anywhere 
else in the world. The causes which gave the American 
nation its birth constituted a great protest against old in- 
stitutions, against political despotism and religious tyranny. 
The American continent presents the geographical appear- 
ance of having once been united with the land of the eastern 
hemisphere—for the coastlines of the Atlantic ocean would 
seem to almost perfectly fit if placed together. Certain it 
is that the American people have, through centuries of im- 
migration, separated from the peoples of the East, so that a 
great continent of humanity has moved westward to become 
a great factor in the processes of destiny. The discovery 
of America was coincidental with the progress of the Re- 
formation, the revolt against the Catholic church in Europe; 
audit was in America that religious liberty was ultimately 
established. Nearly coincidental with the discovery of 
America also, was the founding of modern astronomy by 
Copernicus. Progress of the new in science and religion, 
as well as other lines of thought, was therefore coincidental 
with the progress of exploration, settlement, and develop- 
ment of America. A spirit of liberty was breathed by the 
people who crossed the Atlantic and inhaled the fresh air 
of the American forests, viewed the picturesque wildness, 
and traversed the openness of the unsettled portions of the 
great West. The unrestrained freedom of the West de- 
veloped a new soil for the generation of thought. It was 
delightful to turn away from the oppressions of Catholicism, 
in which were manifest the conceit of presumptuous au- 
thority; but there soon developed the conceit of agnosti- 
cism, which is really the most dangerous type of ignorance. 
The spirit of true liberty has not been crushed out of 
America, however; but it does not find place in the hun- 
dreds of thousands of the so called free and educated citizens 
of the West. A measure of the original American conceit 
is manifest in the Declaration of Independence, wherein it 
is stated that all men are created equal. The most de- 
graded type of American manhood presumes to be entitled 
to as much consideration as the most worthy citizen of the 
nation. There is a coarseness, a crudity, about types of 
American democracy that is destined to be abolished under 
the refining influences of the future. The editor of the 
Wall Street Journal has reviewed some freak political ideas 
of the past, and notes that groups of farmers sitting in the 
corner grocery store presume to know as much about cer- 
tain political questions as the most noted and able repre- 
sentatives of the people; and the editor asks, “Is it not a 
characteristic of the American point of view that it totally 
disregards the past and take it for granted that history really 
began one hundred and twenty-nine years ago? We have 
little or no reverence for tradition. We approach most 
subjects, religious, social, commercial, financial, with a 
mind untrammeled by statements of principles and un- 
hampered by lessons of experience. * * It may be asked 
whether this method of approaching twentieth century sub- 
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jects is a source of weakness or of strength to the American 
people. On the one hand, the scope for initiative is wid 
as the sea and free as the air; while on the other hand, 
frightful mistakes are necessarily made.” It is obvious 
that the people have made great mistakes; but it is no les 
true that leaders in the world of thought, men eminent in 
scientific circles, make /udicrous blunders, not only because 
they wholly disregard the teachings of the ancients, b 
because they have no standard of reason. Agnostic conceit 
is still the dangerous type of ignorance, even among the s% 
called learned men of the world. In modern scientific ex: 
ploration there is a “courage born of ignorance; strenuous 
efforts are made to accumulate knowledge, but so ‘‘broad 
is the agnostic platform, so great the freedom of private 
opinion, and so utter the lack of a certain foundation for 
reason, that naught but conflict exists in the mental 
world—and it will continue until the spirit of truth and 
liberty, involving the elements of wholesome restraint, brings 
order out of present chaos.

The love of the neighbor, the brother man, 
crushed out. The corporations are soulless and. merciles 
Human life is counted as naught; the dollar is everythin 
it is the almighty god of the modern world. The peopl 
of the great West have not found happiness in their strug 
gle for liberty; they have found bondage instead. Thea 
is perverted, and man himself is degenerate. The days“ 
plodding are over; the vortex is approaching; the stom 
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approaches; the revolution impends. Many will ask, Why 
does war come when peace isthe cry?

The editor of the Scientific American has recently 
Written an article entitled, ‘What We Know About Sun 
Spots; and he immediately proceeds to tell a number of 
the things he does not know. For instance, in the opening 
sentence he says, "“Several spots have recently been dis- 
covered on the sun, one of which, at least, is remarkable 
for its enormous size of 70,000 miles. In other words, 
this terrestrial. globe might be dropped into the central 
chasm as a pea into a thimble without touching the sides.” 
Adrawing-room is small enough to fall into the arc-light 
suspended in it! It is really admitted that there are a 
number of things about sun spots that the astronomers are 
tunable to explain—notably, the cause of sun spot cycles, 
and difference in the time of revolution of the spots in 
different belts of the solar surface. And moreover, it is 
dificult to conceive how ‘‘a mass of glowing vapor’’ could 
constitute a vast cavity in the sun; and equally difficult to 
conceive how ‘‘an immense ragged hole in the crust of the 
solar surface,” a rent in the photosphere “through which 
we may look down into the lower regions,’’ could possibly 
be “seen to be made up of a number of long white fila- 
ments, twisted into curious rope-like formations, while the 
central part is like a great flame ending in fiery spires.” 
Other phenomena are puzzling from the modern point of 
view: “Over these hang what look like clouds, such as we 
sometimes see in our sky; but more transparent than the 
finest lace veil and having not the fleecy look of our clouds, 
but the appearance of being filled with almost infinitely 
delicate threads of light.” Let this be specially noted, in 
view of the Koreshan conception of the sun spots—materi- 
alization or crystallization of zones of scotoic energy 
evolved from the sun: ‘‘With all this, there is something 
myslalline about the appearance of the spot, not unlike 
frost figures on a window pane. Indeed, the intense 
whiteness of everything [about the /acu/z] is suggestive 
of something very cold.” Wonderful spots, wonderful 
holes, those! “A mass of glowing vapor,” a rent in the 
photosphere, a mere cavity in the sun, that could present 
the appearance of so marvelous a structure of crystalline 
lace and infinitely fine filaments, certainly constitutes one 
of the manifest absurdities of modern science! Why not 
teach conclusions in keeping with facts? There is a 
marked discrepancy between fact and fallacy, but none 
between fact and truth. 
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A prominent business man of Florida has recently re- 
viewed the future of the great peninsula State, and predicts 
Ihat Florida is destined to contain two of the greatest cities 
of America—which he designates as Jacksonville and 
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Tampa.“ The basis he gives for this prediction“is in the 
advantages to be derived from the construction of the Isth- 
mian canal, and the development of the West Indies, South 
America, and the Orient—all together tending to create 
two great cities in Florida, which will lie in line with the 
world’s greatest commercial activity. Of course, the two 
cities are named because they already exist, and are the two 
principal points in the State of Florida. The creation of a 
city in Florida as a result of developments springing from 
great movements, including the construction of a canal 
across the American Isthmus, was foreshown in the Ko- 
reshan literature years ago; and we have many times pointed 
out the fact that the vite/lus of the great cosmogonic egg is 
located in Florida; and it is at the point of the vitellus that 
the Koreshan Unity has undertaken to build up the City 
that is destined to constitute the center not only of activity 
in Florida but in America and the world.

‘The American peo- 
ple seem to think there is no other, else they would make 
some endeavor to build a city upon a new basis. The great 
distinctive City of the future will be constructed as a result 
of the inculcation of powerful motives differing radically 
from those which now spring from the sway of the competi- 
tive system. It is possible to build a city in which fortunes 
will not accrue to the few for exclusive control and enjoy- 
ment, but to the many to be enjoyed in common. The 
greatness of Florida and of America must come through the 
establishment of the kingdom of heaven in earth, not 
through the perpetuity of the kingdom of hades, which has 
been tried and found wanting.

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Planetary Motions and Relations. 


“I would be pleased to have you answer 
the following questions as clearly and 
thoroughly as space will admit, in the 
Inquiry Department of THE FLAMING 
Sworp: (1) Give a brief synopsis of the 
laws of planetary movements from the 
Koreshan standpoint. (2) Why are Venus 
and Mercury the only two planets that 
transit the sun’s face? In the Copernican 
system the reason for this is obvious. 
(3) How do you explain the systems of 
moons so called, that accompany some of 
the planets? (4) You seem to take it for 
granted that there are no undiscovered 
planets in the stellar realm. Some as- 
tronomers believe that there is another 
planet between Mercury and the sun, and 
they have been trying to place it during 
solar eclipses. What do you think? The 
discovery of another superior planet 
would, it seems to me, make necessary a 
change in your ideas and explanations of 
the planetary system—as you make no 
provision for more than the number at 
present known, so far as I can understand 
your expositions of what the real planets 
are composed of.” 

(1) From the standpoint of the Co- 
pernican system of astronomy the plan- 
ets we see in the sky are ponderable 
and material. They are supposed to 
rotate and revolve about the sun 
through some unknown force of im- 
pulsion. Numerous and various are 
the difficulties confronting the scientific 
world from this point of view. How 
the forces of centripetal and centrifugal 
forces maintain their equilibrium and 
at the same time admit of continual 
motion of the planets, constitute one of 
the many unsolved problems of modern 


astronomy. 


The Koreshan System not only ex- 
plains the cause of the motion of the 
planets, but also gives the reason for 
their existence—the function they per- 
form in the economy of the universe. 
The lights above us are not "“heavenly 
bodies;’ the visible planets are not 
ponderable, neither is the origin of 
their motion mechanical. The planets 
proper are mercurial discs in the shell 
of the earth—in the alimentary tract 
constituting the physical Zodiac of the 
cosmos. ‘The laws of the motion of 
the planets are analogous to the laws 
of the motion of the substances in the 
digestive tract of the human system. 

The principle of the motion is peri- 
staltic. In the human system there is 
a succession of contraction and re- 
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laxation of the fibers of the walls of 
the canal; and where contraction takes 
place, the substances are moved along 
tothe relaxed portions. Inthe physical 
cosmos there is a corresponding con- 
traction and expansion of the metallic 
shells, through the action of the forces 
of the sun, and the discs of liquid 
mercury constituting the planets, are 
moved along in their progress through 
their material channels. 


We see these discs through a process 
of reflection; and their apparent mo- 
tion in the sky depends primarily upon 
the motion of their respective discs, 
and secondarily upon the complex 
effects of refraction of the planetary 
energies, which give the planets their 
so called stationary positions and 
retrograde motions. 

(2) In the Copernican system, 
Venus and Mercury are supposed to 
revolve about the sun in orbits of less 
diameter than the supposed orbit of 
the earth. This conclusion was not 
reached from the basis of law or prin- 
ciple, but from the basis of appearances. 
While the usual reason that Mercury 
and Venus transit the sun may seem 
obvious, it is not conclusive, for the 
reason that the basis of the conclusion 
is an assumption. Without here en- 
tering into the subject of the laws of 
the specific relation of the sun and the 
two attendants, we will say that the 
visible Venus and Mercury have an 
apparent revolution about the sun, not 
in circles nor ordinary ellipses, but in 
orbits in the form of curved and flat- 
tened ellipses. 


The cause of these apparent motions 
is the oscillation of the points of re- 
flection with reference to the solar 
projection, and the change of altitude 
of the spheres of force from which the 
visible planets are reflected. This 
admits of the two planets sometimes 
passing between us and the sun. In 
the case of Mars a corresponding 
change takes place in distance from the 
earth, but Mars is nearer theearth than 
the sun when in opposition to the sun; 
hence Mars never transits the sun’s 
face. Every one of the planets have 
an apparent retrograde motion. In the 


case of Venus and Mercury the paths 
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of retrogradation is egual to the paths 
of forward motion—that is, with refer 
ence to the sun. In the case of the 
other planets, the arcs of retrograda 
tion are short compared witi their 
orbits. 

-(3) The planets proper are discs of 
mercury. The so called planetary 
satellities are reflections from small 
discs or pools of mercury which move 
about the larger discs in their progress 
in the alimentary channel. Saturn's 
rings are reflections from rings of met: 
cury surrounding the material planet 
in the earth’s shell; and outlying the 
rings are the so called moons—nine of 
which have been discovered. 


(4) If the universe were constructed 
after the plan of disorder and waste, 
and utter disregard of principle or law, 
we should not be surprised at the dis: 
covery of manifold irregularities in the 
cosmos. We should be constantly on 
the lookout for freaks, and might hold 
that there may be a thousand planets 
in the so called solar system. But the 
universe is constructed according lo 
the principles and laws of definite rela 
tion and order. Everything exists for 
use, and eternal function inheres i 
eternal form. There are just as many 
planets now as there were millions of 
ages ago. Their functions are definite 
The planets belong to the lunar system, 
not the solar. The fact that the 
planets present phases similiar to those 
of the moon, is proof of this. The 
planets are in the digestive tract of the 
physical cosmos. Each planet is in its 
own division of the alimentary canal, 
of which there are seven divisions. 


If we admit a solar beam through an 
aperture and allow it to pass through 
a prism, we observe seven distinct 
colors in the spectrum. They are the 
seven primary colors. No one eve 
thinks of it being possible to discover 
another primary color, for the primaries 
of this order are in a series of sevens. 
It is conclusive that there are n 
more primary colors to be discovered. 
Neither are there more than seven 
whole tones in an octave. Correspond: 
ingly, there are just seven primary 
metals. The analogous relation of thi 
series of sevens to the seven Messianic 


Manifestations, is not accidental. ‘They 
ft each to each with a perfect corre- 
spondence. 

There are just seven planets proper— 
no more, no less. Scores of planetoids 
have been discovered, and more will 
probably be discovered. ‘There is no 
inter-Mercurial planet. The astrono- 
mers will look in vain for it, during 
solar eclipses, or at any other time. 
The number, names, and functions of 
the seven planets are already definitely 
known in the Koreshan System, which 
isa complete revelation of the cosmos; 
and no changes will ever be necessary 
the scientifc conclusions of its 
under. This is a bold claim; but 
lie developments of the future will 
abundantly corroborate and demon- 
strate that the claim is true.

‘There is an attraction about southern 
waters that is not possessed by other seas. 
Here the tropical scenery on the main 
land and numerous islands complements 
wonders of the sea in either calm or 
m, The waters of Florida are numer- 
ous; its coast line is more extensive than 
‘that of any other state in the Union, 
yariously indented with bays enclosed by 
chains of islands. One of these beautiful 
bays is included in the new incorporation 
of Estero. In Estero Bay exist scores of 
‘small islands with the characteristic 
bushy green of the mangrove. Beyond 
bay lie the majestic waters of the 
at Gulf of Mexico. 

In these waters are the hundreds of 
varieties of fish, including the silver tar- 
pon, for which Floridaisfamous. Inland, 
within a few miles of Estero, is an 
abundance of deer and wild turkeys, and 
small game. These are attractions to 
both resident and tourist. The tourist 
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may come hundreds of miles to enjoy 
Florida sport and scenery; the resident 
on the coast of southern Florida is in the 
midst of the attractions of the tropics. 

The prime object of the Koreshans in 
Florida is not that of pleasure-seeking.

Important Foreign News. 


Perhaps not surprising but interesting, 
was the news last week that Russia had 
madean announcement of Japanese terms 
of peace; so that it appears that not only has 
peace been discussed, but agreement at- 
tempted in Kussian official circles as to the 
conditions upon which hostilities would be 
suspended.
